Major Malcolm WTieeIer-Nicholson about whose head has 
waged a military turmoil since he wrote a letter to President 
Harding in February charging “Prussianism” exists in the regular 
army was found guilty of this technical violation of army regu­ 
lations by a Court-Martial Board at Camp Dix, but on the more 
serious charges involving his discipline and integrity was ac­ 
quitted on ail specifications. 
The accused officer fully acknowledged he sent the letter 
to the President, so the findings of the court are regarded by his 
friends in the service as a signal victory. 
As a penalty for violation of the Ninety-sixth Article of War 
in writing and publishing the President’s letter, Major Wheeler- 
Nicholson was sentenced by the court to a fine of fifty files. This 
means he is put back in the line of promotion behind fifty other 
majors whom he now ranks. 
In a brilliant closing argument for the prosecution, Lieutenant 
Colonel Allen J. Greer, trial judge advocate, said the whole case 
of Major Wheeler-Nicholson could be summed up in the title of 
the son, “Everybody’s Out of Step But Jim.’’ He declared the 
accused statements in the letter to the President, and his sub­ 
sequent utterances, showed amazing recklessness. 
“According to Major Wheeler-Nicholson’s idea, any attempt to 
restrain him has been tyranny. Any orders applying to him which 
he does not like he has styled 
“Prussianism,’’ 
whatever that 
may mean.

Senator McCumber, of North Dakota, who faces a stiff prim­ 
ary fight at the end of this month, has proceeded to frame and 
report a Soldiers’ Bonus Bill promising the utilization 
of 
the 
foreign debt to meet the payments. 
The President was represented as not only more insistent 
upon a bonus bill which pays for itself, but chagrined at the un­ 
willingness of Senate leaders to take him a t his word. 
He was 
said to have expressed willingness to have Congress proceed as 
it would. But his object now, according to those outlining his 
views, was to let the Senate know once and for all that he meant 
what he said. *

W ashington, June 9—A new grain 
"gambling” bill designed to prevent 
manipulation in prices by regulating 
selling of futures and to m eet 
ob­ 
jections raised by the U. S. Supreme 
['Court in declaring the 
Capper-Tin- 
,cher 
act 
unconstitutional, w ill be 
pushed through the house next Thurs­ 
day under plans perfected by Repub­ 
lican leaders. 


The Supreme Court denied Mrs Emma C. Bergdoll, Charles 
Braun, James E. Romig, Albert S. Mitchell and Harry Schup to 
bring up for review the cases decided against them in the United 
.States District Court at Philadelphia and affirmed by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 
They were convicted of having aided Erwin R. and Grover C. 
Bergdoll, sons of Mrs. Bergdoll, to evade military service and 
were sentenced to fines and imprisonment, the prison sentences to 
be remitted providing the fines were paid by a date fixed by the 
Court. 
While the case was on appeal to the Supreme Court the fines 
were paid under protest and it was held by the courts that this 
disposed of the issues, the judgment of the court having been 
satisfied.

This i* the question that wa* asked 
in Now York when the Borough Presi­ 
dent af Staten Island requested the 
Board of Estimate to 
him $281,. 
600.00 out of the general fund to meet 
the expenses of repairing the street* 
worn out hy the busses. 


It ig a well established fact today 
that the prosperity of any community 
is linked with the prosperity of ita 
public utilities. Transportation is one 
©f the most important of these public 
utilities. 


The public has learned that 
the 
transportation company is not merely 
• a business enterprise for the benefit of 
its owners, but an agency for service 
to the people, affecting them more 
closely than any other form of busi­ 
ness by the service it renders, and 
paying out a large proportion of it* 
income for material and labor in the 
construction, operation and mainten­ 
ance of its properties and 
through 
taxea and assessments doing more 
than its share toward the mainten­ 
ance of the government and the im­ 
provement of streets and highways. 


Right relations between the trans­ 
portation company and 
the public 
involve something more than laws, 
city ordinances and court decisions. 
They depend upon umrerstanding and 
co-operation between the public and 
the companies and each needs at times 
to be reminded of its obligations to­ 
ward and its dependence upon 
the 
other. 


The people must 
remember 
that 
the Company can spend 
nothing in 
service which it does not receive in 
fares. 
Public support is absolutely 
necessary to the oontiu&nce of good 
service. Th;, is well illustrated in the 
history of Th© Dayton, Springfield & 
Xenia Southern Railway 
Company. 
Twenty odd years ago two interurban 
line*, were built between Dayton and 
Xenia‘with a-branch to Bellbrook and 
Spaing Valley from one of them. Ex­ 
perience soon developed that there 
was not; sufficient travel between Day­ 
ton end Xenia for two lines and one- 
the old Rapid Transit- was abandoned. 
This gave undivided support of the 
public fO-the Dayton & Xenia line and 
since then th© service and property 
have been built up and improved till 
it challenges comparison with the beef. 
in the country. The people along the 
branch line 
through 
Bellbrook 
to 
Spring Valley, however, failed to pat­ 
ronize and support it and it had to 
be abandoned simply because it did 
not collect in fares enough to keep it 
going. They used it only as a con­ 
venience when other means of trans­ 
portation were not available. 
When 
application 
for 
abandonment 
was 
made to ibe Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion, they opposed1 it because they be. 
gan to realize what they were losing, 
but it was proven that they had not 
supported the line and accordingly its 
abandonment was 
ordered. 
Today 
these communities would gladly pay 
two or three timers what this service 
cost them 'because they have learned 
its value by its los„ and must now pay 
for inferior bus transportation four 
or five time* what the rail transpor­ 
tation cost them. 


Think for a moment of the trans­ 
portation facilities afforded by 
the 
Dayton & Xenia line between these 


two cities. 
The cars and tracks are 
in good condition, ta© service ;s regu­ 
lar and aypenuaoie, travel iA sale 
and the rates as low as may be with­ 
out impairment of service. When bad 
•weather comes, or the snow begmR to 
fly, the company does not run its cars 
into the barn, but keeps them going, 
not waiting for the ®now to m elt or 
for someone else to clear 
the way. 
Many times when you are a t home 
and asleep a heavy snow falls. 
The 
company does not sleep but sends its 
men out to deep the way that your 
cars may be ready to serve you at 
break of day. 


It is the patronage and co-operation 
of the public that makes this service 
po»s'ble and when it is withdrawn the 
service will suffer and may be lost. 
Today, as in the days when the Rapid 
Transit line was in operation, there 
is traffic sufficient 
tor 
only 
one 
transportation line between 
Dayton 
and Xenia, 
An electric line and bus 
line cannot both survive and the peo­ 
ple must choose which they will have. 
Every fare paid to the bus 
line 
is 
taken from the electric line and hurtK 
it just so much. If enough of its in­ 
come is diverted to the bus line to 
make it impossible to meet its charges 
it must quit. 
This has happened in 
some place# where the people have not 
awakened to the fact soon enough to 
prevent abandonment of electric lines. 
It is well established by experience 
that, the busses cannot operate 
as 
cheaply as the electric cars and con­ 
tinued operation at less than railway 
fare# always results in financial dis­ 
aster to the bus operators. 
When 
they are able to hold on till the electric 
car must quit. it inevitably happens 
that th© bus fares are raised to pay 
expenses, make good previous losses 
and pay a profit and the fares then 
fixed ar© always higher than the elec­ 
tric car fares. Furthermore, the ser­ 
vice always proves inadequate and 
unsatisfactory and the community is 
always glad to return to the electric 
cay where that is possible. 


Transportation is a necessity 
of 
such importance that- tried and satis. 
factory means should not be crippled 
and diestroyed when experience points 
a© clearly to th© defect# of th© sub­ 
stitute. 
The best assurance a city 
can have that it ’will progress is to 
have it* public utilities in good finan. 
elal condition so that they can meet 
th© demands of growth and progress. 
Where there Is only enough traffic 
for one, the effect© of dividing pat­ 
ronage between 
two 
is 
apparent. 
Neither will hav© enough income to 
meet th© requirements. 


You will not have to look very far 
to see what happened to electric lines 
whore busses were allowed to enter 
the field in competition. 
One after 
another has been abandoned and tom 
up and as soon a# that happened the 
busses raised their fares three or 
four times. 
Did the 
communities 
benefit by this condition? 
No, they 
found the transportation provided by 
the bu ase* not only inadequate but 
far more expensive and inconvem'ent 
than that provided by the electric tine. 
When winter came with if* snow, did 
the busses operate as regularly as the 
electric line? No, the busses remain­ 
ed in the garage© until someone else 
had blazed the trail and made a road 
for them. 


Hav© you considered the carrying 
capacity of a bus in comparison to 
the number of people that can com­ 
fortably I,de ©n an electric car and 
calculated hc»*v many busses it would 
require to take care of the people if 
the electric line should be abandoned ? 
The number would be so great &s to 
add very materially to th© conjestion 
already existing on the streets and 
roads. 
This would increase the haz­ 
ard# of ordinary traffic and the lia­ 
bility to accident and injury as pro­ 
vision would have to be made 
for 
carrying the passengers now accom­ 
modated by th© railway operating on 
fixed rail# and almost, altogether off 
the highways- 
And have you con­ 
sidered the additional wear and tear 
on the roads themselves? 
Did the Counties and Cities benefit 
from the loss of the electric line? 
No, the money received in taxes was 
no longer forthcoming, but in place 
of receiving money the public was 
taxed an additional sum in order to 
keep the roads in condition for safe 
travel, while the busses and trucks 
destroyed them. 
What would you 
say if Railroad 'Companies were to go 
to the City Official# or to County Of­ 
ficial* and ask them to build a road­ 
bed and track for them to operate 
cars over for 
their 
c*wn 
personal 
gain? 
And yet, this is 
precisely 
what the busses and trucks ar© do­ 
ing. 
You, a? taxpayers, are provid­ 
ing the roadbed, which 
represents 
capital investment- for busses 
and 
trucks to use and 
to make money 
out of. 


The railway company ha<- clos© to 
a million dollar^ invested in its prop­ 
erty^ rendering its service out in the 
open where all can see, and is abl© 
to mee*- all financial demands upon it. 
What do you know of the financial 
responsibility of those who operate 
this bus lines? Suppose a bu* skids 
and turns over and you are injured 
for life. what, assurance hav© you that 
you will ever be compensated? Oper­ 
ating as they do over the public high­ 
way. adding to the congestion already 
existing, and not confined 
to 
fixed 
track, aq are the electric cars, ac­ 
cidents are much more likely to hap­ 
pen on the bu® Tines and thi# becomes 
a m atter for consideration by patrons. 


Keep this little article 
and 
read 
it often and judge for yourself wheth­ 
er those who/ are 
patronizing 
the 
busses and trucks are acting to your 
best interests and their own. 
Or are 
they standing in their Own light and 
working against their own interests 
when they throw their patronage to 
the busses and trucks? 
As experi­ 
ence has shown, as soon as the elec­ 
tric line is gone you can look for 
busses and trucks to raise th© fare 
way beyond what the 
electric 
line 
charged^ aud offer you much poorer 
service. Whereas, the Public Utilities 
Commission protects you against high 
rates with the electric line.
